from the police. Guild took the request 
ander consideration, but after consult- 
ng with O'Meara issued a statement to

the effect that there was sufficient police 
to keep order without endungering the 


public peace 
A controversy took place, through 
the’ medium of the newspapers, be 


tween Harrison S. Loring, the head of 
a teaming firm employing non-union 
kelp, but not involved in the strike, and 
O'Meara over the question whether the 
police were using their best efforts to 
keep order. Loring claimed that the 
disturbances at the stables at night 


would not occur if the police would 


show more tirmness. O'Meara replied 


that many of the disturbances had been 
exaggerated and that those that did oc 


cur were often provoked by strike 


breakers. 


Incipient riots occurred last night in 
South Boston and Charlestown, and in 
the later section several arrests were 


made, one man, a strike breaker, being 
taken into custody for flourishing a re- 
volver 

The Teamsters’ union officials claim 
that nearly 50 strike breakers de 
serted yesterday, a statement which 
denied by the members of the struck 


firms. The strike breakers are still be- 


ing housed on board the steamer Zea- 
landia at a wharf in South Boston, but 
quite near the teamiug center of the 
city. 


Red Flag Was Conspicuous 


New York, May 2.—With the “Mar- 


seillaise” as their marching hymn, 
more than 6000 Socialists and labor 


unlonists paraded through a portion of 


Brooklyn to show their sympathy for 
Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone, the la- 


bor leaders under indictment, charged 


with the murder of Governor Steunen- 
berg of Idaho. Red flags and Amer- 
iean flags were equaliy in’ evidence. 

A similar parade was made In Man- 
kattan. The marchers, who wore red 
badges, finally assembled at Union 
scuare, where several addresses were 
made.

Advance Not Acceptable 

Pawtucket, R. I.. May 2.—The for- 
e'gn directors of the J. & P. Coats 
Thread company, at whose mills in this 
city there is a strike of the 700 carders, 
who want a 10 percent raise in wages, 
eabled an order permitting a slight raise 
in wages, but not acceptable to the 
strikers. Owing to the lack of material 
from the carding departments, there are 
1500 employes now out. Officials of the 
United Textile Council will come here 
and endeavor to obtain a compromise 
offer from the company. 


Wages Advanced Under Protest 

St. Jobn, May 2.—Under protest, the 
agents of three steamships loading or 
discharging cargo in this port paid the 
ship laborers 40 cents an hour, an in- 
crease of 5 cents over last summer's 
rate. The Longshoremen’'s union has 
demanded this increase. The steam- 
ship men have not decided what their 
course will be other than as affecting 
the three steamers referred to, which 
must be handled promptly.

President Roosevelt, after extending 


a greeting on behalf of the nation to 
Mrs. McClellan, her son and others, 
said in part: 


“To General McClellan it was given to 
command in some of the hardest fought 
battles and most important campaigns 
in the great war of this hemisphere, 
so that his name will be forever linked 
with the mighty memories that arise 
when we speak of Antietam and South 
Mountain, Fair Oaks and Malvern; so 
that we never can speak of the great 
Army of the Potomac without having 
rise before us the figure of General Mc- 
Clellan, the man who organized and 
first led it.

among all men

BREAK OVER GENERAL LIMA 


Request For Surrender of Man Al- 


leged to Have Been implicated In 
Murder of President Barillas Is 


Refused--Does Not Mean War 


Washington, May 7.—Although tele- 
graph wires Lave not brought to Wash- 
ington the actual news of the severance 
of diplomatic relations of Guatemala 
and Mexico, officials here have no doubt 
that Mexico took the action yesterday 
that will result in giving to the Guate- 
malan minister in Mexico passports for 
his withdrawal. The Mexican minister 
in Guatemala is now preparing to re- 
turn home vud the American charge, 
Philip Brown, secretary to the legation,

minister. 

Ambassador Chee! of Mexico has been 
in hourly anticipation of a message 
from his government informing him 
that the break has occurred between his 
country and Guatemala. He was ad- 
vised that Guatemala had denied the 
request for the surrender of General 
Lima, who is suspected of being impli- 
cated in the murder in Mexico of for- 
mer President Barillas of Guatemala, 
and that there was no alternative but 
for Mexito to consider the refusal as an 
insult pecessitating the discontinuance 
of relations between the two countries. 
The break was to take place yesterday 
and the absence of any message an 
nouncing it does not mean that it has 


rot occurred in uccordance with the 
program.

It is not known here what diplo 
matist will attend to the interests of 
Guatemala in Mexico, but it is not im 
possible that the United States will per 
form this service, as well as act for 
Mexico in Guatemala.

After the bill had been presented and 
explained by Birrell, it was criticised 
and ridiculed by A. J. Balfour on behalf 
of the opposition. John E. Redmond 
then delivered a speech, noteworthy 
principally for its dignified and force- 
ful exposition of Ireland’s claims for 
complete home rule. 

Nobody, said Birrell, believed that 
the present system of the administri- 
uion of Ireland was sound In principle or 
economicai. It had been switched off 
from the great current of the national 
life of the people. Under the proposed 
new scheme the Irish members of par- 
jiament would continue to sit at West- 
minster in undiminished numbers, but 
he hoped hereafter to find a more profit- 
able channe! for their inquisitiveness in 
managing local affairs at bome. It 
was the intention to establish a repre- 
sentative administrative council, con- 
sisting of 82 elected and 24 nominated 
members, the latter to be nominated the 
first year by the king and thereafter by 
the lord lieutenant of Ireland. 

The departments coming under the 
eontrol of the proposed Irish council 
would be the local government board, 
department of agriculture, congested 
districts board. commissioners of pub- 
lic works; national education and In- 
termediate education, inspectors of the 
reformatory and industrial schools and 
the registrar general. 

The supreme court judiciature, royal 
Irish constabulary, Dublin metropolitan 
police, the land commission and the 
prisons board would remain under the 
control of the imperial authorities. 

Mr. Birrel: went on to explain that 
the council, being elected on a local goy- 
ernment bourd franchise, peers and 
women could vote. The constituencies, 
roughly, avould be the same as those of 
the present parliamentary areas. He 
did not think 107 members were too 
many to discharge the important duties 
assigned to them. The council would 
be elected for three years and author- 
ized to establish as many committees 
as it pleased. 

For the tivancial purposes of the 
elght departments a certain annual 
sum, to be fixed by parliament every 
five years, would be charged to the con- 
solidated fund and paid into a separate 
Irish fund. An Irish fund tothe abount 
of a little over $20,000,000 annually 
would be created. The Irish fund 
would be paid into a special Irish treas- 
ary to be created by an order in coun- 
cil and having an Irish treasurer at its 
head. 

The council would have the power to 
appoint or remove the officers of the 
eight departments mentioned above, 
but the rights of the existing officers 
would be preserved. Under the vill any 
British subject would be able to hold 
the office of lord lieutenant without 
preference for any religious belief. A 
elause was also included providing that 
no preference whatever shall be shown 
to any religious denomination in ap- 
pointments and that any resulting from 
such preference shall be invalid. In 
conclusion Hirrell] said:

Leaders of Sedition Are Crowd- 
ing Into the City of Lahore 


‘SITUATION IS VERY GRAVE 


Troops and Bodies ot Police Being 
Drafted From Ali Parts of Province 
--Meetings of Every Kind Are Pro- 
hibited by a Special Proclamation

Bands of stalwart rustics, armed 


with bludgeons, who have been cp 
listed by the leaders of the sedition, are 
crowding into the city, and 
troops of all urms and bodies of police, 
inctinted and dismounted, are 
drafted into the city of Labore from all 
parts of the 

The fortifications of Lahore 
been subject to a special inspection and 
the artillerymen have been reinforced 
The lieutenant governor of the Punjab, 
Sir Denzil Ibbetson, is taking «active 
ineasures to circumvent any 
outbreak. He has issued a proclama 
tion prohibiting meetings of every kind 
and solemniy warning the public not to 
attend any assemblages under pain of 
severe punishment, 

In addition, the lieutenant governor 
has struck at the root of the revolution 
ary movement by causing the 
yesterday afternoon of a prominent 
lawyer, Lajpatrai, who practiced in 
the chief court of the Punjab and who 
was the leader, financier and organizer 
of most of the seditious demonstrations 
and revolutionary riots in the Punjab. 
Immediately after being taken into cus- 
tody Lajpatrai was deported to another 
province. 

His arrest caused a profound sensa 
tion among the Hindus, who hitherto 
had believed that the authorities would 
not dare to take such drastic action. 
Another revolutionary leader, for whose 
arrest a@ warrant hus been issued, re- 
ceived an intimation of the action taken 
by the authorities and escaped from 
Lahore and is now in hiding. 

The swift display of military force, 
combined with the arrest of Lajpatrai, 
appears to have paralyzed the seditious 
inovement. The troops were out all 
night, but this city, which hitherto has 
been the scene of nightly excitement, 
inflammatory oratory and noisy proces 
sions, slept in unbroken stillness. The 
sireets were utterly deserted. 

The determination of the government 
to suppress the revolutionary move- 
ment was not taken too soon. Today is 
the anniversary of the beginning of the 
Indian mutiny, which took place 50 
years ago, and forbearance on the part 
of the authorities would have been in- 
terpreted as a sign of weakness and 
timidity. 

The sedition had spread widely owing 
to the seditious preaching of Lajpatrai 
among the Sikhs of the recently irri- 
gated colonies of the Punjab, where the 
plague had depopulated immense dis-

PANEL 1S EXHAUSTED 


Difficulty In Securing Jurymen 
For the Haywood Trial 


QUESTIONS OF WIDE RANGE 


Defense Endeavors to Ascertain If 
President Rooseveit’s ‘‘Undesirable 
Citizens'’ Letter Has Affected the 


Opinions of Talesmen 


Boise, Ida., May 10.—William D., 
Haywood, first of the alleged partici- 
pants in the avenging conspiracy by 
which it is averred the assassination 
of Frank Steunenberg was plotted and 
executed, Was placed on trial for his 
life yesterday. Counsel for State and 
prisoner eutered at once upon the ex- 
amination of prospective jurors and 
kept steadily at the task for five hours 
No juror was finally accepted, but sub 
stantial progress was made and the 
iudicatious are that a Jury may be ob- 
tained by the end of uext week. 

The opening day of the trial was 
earnest and businesslike. Its striking 
feature was the absence of crowds or 
demonstrations. At no time, morning 
or afternoon, was the courtroom more 
than half tilled, and the streets forming 
tlie courthouse square contained not a 
single loiterer. 

The case was halted shortly before 5 
o'clock by the exhaustion of the jury 
panel and adjournment was taken until 
Monday. Meantime the sheriff will 
summon a spec’al venire of 100 men. 
The 11 men under examination, but not 
yet finally accepted or rejected, were 
locked up and will be closely guarded, 

——t 

The questions by the defense took a 
much wider range than that of the 
state. Its most striking feature dealt 
with the possible effect upon the minds 
of talesmen of the letter of President 
Roosevelt in calling Haywood and his 
asociates “undesirable citizens” and of 
the speeches in Idaho of Secretary 
‘Laft, the message of Governor Gooding 
to the legislature, the speech In Boise 
of Senator Heyburn and the action of 
the Idaho legislature in appropriating 
money for the prosecution of the three 
prisoners. 

Mr. Richardson, who conducted the 
examination of the falesmen, was also 
particular in ascertaining their attitude 
toward Socialists and members of la- 
bor organizations, and if they had any 
connection with detective agencies, or if 
they were members of the Mine Own- 
ers’ association. Richardson asked 
further if they ever contributed to any 
fund for the prosecution of the prison- 
ers, if they remembered the old labor 
troubles in Idaho, and if they ever took 
sides in such labor troubles. The 
talesmen all swore that they had not 
been influenced by the letter of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt or speeches of other of- 
ficials of the national or state govern- 
ment and a majority of them sald they 
were Republicans. 

The chief concern of the counsel for 
the state was the men’s attitude toward 
circumstantial evidence, absence of the 
accused from the state when the crime 
was committed, the effect of the manner 
in which the prisoner and his compan 
jons were brought from Colorado, the 
question of the death penalty for mur- 
der in the first degree and union labor. 
They also questioned each talesman as 
to his acquaintance with the murdered 
ex-governor with a view to disclosing 
friendship or enmity. Their examina- 
tion brought out that certain labor and 
socialistic papers are being distributed 
free of charge in parts of Ada county. 


The custom of Idaho courts in select- 
ing juries for criminal cases is to call 
12 talesmen to the jury box and to keep 
the box full. The state conducts a com- 
plete examination until 12 men have 
been passed. Then the body of tales- 
men pass to the defense for examina- 
tion. The state passed 12 men early 
yesterday afternoon and the general ex- 
amination is in the hands of the de- 
fense. Eleven men were in the box at 
the close of the session. Only three 
have been passed by both sides. They 
haye not been finally accepted and 
sworn and are still subject to peremp- 
tory challenge. 

Haywood gave no sign of emotion, 
but sat quietly throughout the day. 
Mrs. Haywood and the older daughter 
stood the ordeal apparently well, but 
the younger child cried after the ex: 
amination of talesthen began. Mrs. 
Haywood and her children did not at- 
tend the afternoon session. 


Second Verdict For Scott & Co 

New York, May 10,—The second trial 
of the suit of Franklin Scott & Co., 
brokers, to recover from J. H. Hoadley, 
Joseph Leiter and C, F. Judson $65,000, 
with interest from April 30, 1902, re 
sulted in a judgment for $84,961.34 for 
the plaintiffs. The suit grew out of the 
sharp decline in International Power 
stock on April 30, 1902. At the first 
trial the jury found a verdict for the 
plaintiffs, but the verdict was reversed 
by the appellate division and the case 
sent back for a new trial.

Gypsy Moth 
Report 


A. H. Kirkland, superintendent for 
the suppression of the Gypsy and 
Brown tail moth, in his annual report 
for the year 1906 says that on Janu- 
ary 1, 1907 there were 140 cities and 
towns infested as against 128 infest- 
ed in 1905. Of the 140 Quincy is men- 


tioned. 

Commissioner Burke who has 
charge of the work of suppression in 
this city says in his report for the 
year 1907: 

“From the immense amount of 
travel passing through Quincy to 


South Shore points, it is of the great- 
est importance to keep this city 
relatively free from the gypsy moth. 
Inspections having shown the insect 
generally over the town, 
after he the winter's 
work the trees generally bur- 
lapped, and the summer re- 
ceived good attention. There was 
not sufficient work, however, done on 
private estates to prevent the increase 
of the moth there, and as a_ result 
there was some stripping of trees in

MANY HAVE EXCUSES! 


Talesmen Appear Unwilling to 
Serve on the Haywood Jury 


—_— 


SLOW WORK OF SELECTION 


Great Variety 2f Reasons Offered 


For Keeping Out of dury Box-- 
Eight of Twelve Men Temporarily 


Passed Remain to Be Questioned 


Boise, Ida., May 14.—Only a frag- 
ment of yesterday was given over to 
actual work in the trial of William G. 
Haywood for complicity in the murder 
of former Governor Steunenberg, and 
the one step forward was the qualifica- 


tion of a single talesman, who seems 
murked for peremptory challenge 
later. The rest of the time went to the 
talesmen of the special venire and the 
reasons that made it impossible for 
them to serve the state at this time. 

Judge Wood called the case at 2 
o'clock and at once gave attention to 
the 100 men summoned by Sheriff 
Hodgin in the special venire issued on 
Thursday last. The court asked those 
who had special excuses to offer to 
come forward, and up surged 35 men. 

Seven of them were sick and five 
others had sick wives. Some pre- 
sented certificates from doctors, others 
offered quaking bodies as visual evi- 
dence, and the rest pleaded earnestly. 
Then they were ditch riders who ride 
hard and constantly these days in this 
land of Irrigation, where water is a 
community concern. Next there was a 
batch of federal grand jurors who are 
under call to meet on June 15, a date 
that will surely conflict with this trial, 
and after them trooped a little column 
of county officers, great and small. 
Then there were administrators of 
estates with heirs who may suffer by 
their enforced absence and two bankers 
who must watch and count the coin 
in national banks. With tact and pa- 
tience, Judge Wood heard them through 
and the 35 talesmen were not all told 
uutil 3:20 by the clerk. Twenty-four 
of the pleaders were excused and the 
other 11 returned to the panel. 

In the hour devoted to counsels’ ex- 
amination of talesmen, Ellsworth Lis- 
ter, a young farmer, who had vainly 
strived to be excused, went down before 
an objection from the prosecution for 
implied bias, and gave way to Walter 
Shaw, 29 years old, brother of a pres- 
ent member of the Idaho legislature, 
Shaw, who is a farmer, was for- 
merly a union meat-cutter. Shaw 
qualified after an extended examina- 
tlon that filled the time down to ad- 
journment, but he was indefinite in 
many of his answers and seemed unin- 
formed on many subjects. Shaw is 
generally labelled for a peremptory 
challenge. 

To the court came Julian Steunen- 
berg, son of the murdered former gov- 
ernor, a tall, sturdy youth, strikingly 
like his father in face and figure.

Mexico City, May 14.—Detalils of the 
disaster caused by the fire in the Ter- 
nere mines at Velardena, which started 
May 10 while 107 men were at work, 
are reaching here slowly. It is believed 
that 90 miners lost their ves through 
suffocation or incineration. The origin 
of the fire is said to have been the care- 
lessness of a miner.

“Phoebe Jenks’ Will Will Broken Through 

Efforts of Principal Beneficiary 

Boston, May 14.—Judge Grant of the 
probate court disallowed the will of 
Phoebe A. P. Jenks, the portrait artist, 
who left most of her property to Ignaz 
H. Gaugengigl, also a well known 
artist. -The latter joined the son of the 
testatrix, Barton Jenks, in the contest 
over the will. The estate is worth 
about $65,000. The son was left $5000, 
and he now gets all. 

The contest was decidedly unusual, 
the principal beneficiary seeking to 
break the will on the ground that he 
thought the testatrix must have beeu 
of unsound mind to leave her son only 
$5000 and not to leave her sister, Miss 
Hoyt, anything. 

Judge Grant said all the medical evi- 
dence tended to show the woman was of 
unsound mind when she executed the 
will, the result of intense suffering and 
being kept under powerful narcotics to 
relieve her pain. Two weeks before 
her death he found she was not mental 
ly normal. Though she could dictate 
the will and its terms, she could not act 
intelligently, otherwise she would not 
have cut off her son and his three chil 
dren without having mentioned them 

The son, Barton Jenks, it is under 
stood, according to the admission 
frankly made by Gaugengig! on the 
stand, will transfer to the latter the 
iaterest in the property in Otis place 
occupled as a studio, for Mrs. Jenks al 
Ways said she would leave that prop 
erty to her friend. 


Had Tempestuous Voyage

30th Engineer Whalen 
and Fireman Prendergast were carried 
with the engine into the pond and sus- 
tained injuries of a slight nature.

Many Familes Homeless 

Lincoln, N. H., May 14.—More than 
a score of families were rendered home- 
less by a fire which swept through this 
lumbering village and a total loss esti- 
mated at $100,000 was caused before 
the flames were brought under control. 
Two large residences, 22 cottages, a 
stable and a store were destroyed. The 
eause of the fire is not known. The 
tire started in the stable of the Henry 
Lumber company. Most of the occu- 
pants of cottages lost all their furni- 
ture and personal belongings and few 
of them carried insurance. 


Sunken Steamer May Be Raised 

Vineyard Haven, Mass., May 14.— 
The work of salving the Norwegian 
steamer Edda, stranded on Squash 
Meadow shoal,.after her collision with 
the schooner Sagamore, off East Chop, 
has begun. A diver will attempt to 
patch the 12-foot hole in her side and 
when this is done the steamer may be 
ralsed. Schooner Sagamore, which is 
sunk in 13 fathoms of water in mid- 
channel, will be blown up by the goy- 
ernment as an obstruction to naviga- 
tion. 


Firemen Met With Accident 

Medford, Mass., May 14.—The wood 
working mill of Shaw & Remby and a 
coal pocket owned by the Highland Coal 
company were destroyed by fire last 
night, occasioning a loss of $40,000. In 
responding to a call for aid, Hose 7 of 
Somerville lost a wheel and every man 
on the wagon was thrown to the ground 
with considerable violence.

TO DELAY ADMISSION 


Republicans Do Not Want Okla- 
homa to Become a State 


ARE HURT BY GERRYMANDER 


Districts as Now Laid Out Would 


Give Democrats All the Members 


of Congress--Constitutional Con- 


vention May Have to Reassemble 


Washington, May 15.—How to keep 
Oklahoma out of the Union until after 
the next presidential election is the 
problem under discussion here by a 
gathering of prominent Republican 
politicians. The immediate program 
is to prevent, if possible, the ratification 
of the constitution of the new state by 


the people of the territory In August. 
If this plan shall fail an effort will be 


made to persuade the president to re-- 


fuse to promulgate the constitution af- 
ter its ratification by the people. 

Representative Sherman of New 
York, chairman of the Republican con- 
gressional campaign committee, is the 
central Mure in the conference being 
held here. Among other participants 
are Senator Curtis of Kansas, Governor 
Franz of Oklahoma, D. T. Flynn, T. 
Rixby and B. 8. McGuire, all Oklahoma 
Republican politicians who had ex- 
pected to profit politically by the ad- 
mission of Oklahoma. 

Senator Curtis, at the request of 
Sherman, recently visited Oklahoma 
for the purpose of gathering data that 
would be useful to the committee in di- 
recting a fight against the ratification 
of the constitution. According to his 
information the new state, under the 
provisions of the constitution adopted, 
will be so “gerrymandered” as to give 
the Democrats nearly all the members 
of congress and permanent control of 
the state legislature. 

No secret is made of the fact that the 
Oklahoma Republican politicians in- 
tend to interest prominent Republicans 
throughout the country in the effort to 
keep the state out of the Union at this 
time. The original plan was to have 
the president refuse to promulgate the 
constitution in advance of its ratifica- 
tion by the people, but the administra- 
tion’s view is that under no circum- 
stances would it be proper for the pres!- 
dent to pass on the constitution after 
it had been ratified by the people. 

In pursuance of the plans to defeat, 
if possible, the ratification of the in- 
strument, Sherman intends to send into 
the territory a large number of Repub- 
lican speakers from the northern states. 
They are to attack the new constitu- 
tion on many points, and to give a 
piedge that if the people of the terri- 
tory will vote it down congress at the 
next session will pass a new enabling 
act and afford the people of Oklahoma 
and Indian Territory another oppor- 
tunity to choose a constitutional con- 
vention that will make a constitution 
that is not so full of “isms.” 

The representatives of the Republi- 
can party who are attending the con- 
ference intimate that the administra- 
tion is behind them in their effort to 
keep the new state out of the Union 
until after the next presidential elec- 
tion. If this be true no intimation of 
ihe fact has come direct from the 
White House. 

Governor Frantz of Oklahoma and 
the delegation from that state late last 
night received a telegram announcing 
that a permanent injunction was 
gtanted by Judge Pancoast at Alva, 
Okla., restraining the governor, con- 
stitutional convention and county offi- 
cers from calling an election prior to 
November, 1908, for submitting the 
division of Woods county to the voters 
of the state. 

The result of Pancoast’s decision, it 
is announced by the delegation, may be 
that the constitutional convention will 
have to again assemble to make certain 
changes In the state constitution re 
cently adopted. Chairman Hayman 
has sent messages to the county chair- 
men recommending that no caucuses 
or conventions be held until after the 
meeting of the Republican state execu- 
tive committee. It will be impossible, 
Hayman says, to get a hearing in the 
state supreme court until the middle 
of June and the state convention has 
been called to meet June 6 at Tulsa, I. 
T. Secretary Taft has accepted an in- 
vitation to address that convention. 

In view of Pancoast’s decision in the 
Woods county case, the Oklahoma del- 
egates believe that it will be necessary 
to postpone the state convention until 
after the supreme court passes on the 
Woods county appeal case. 


Russian Peasants Making Trouble 

Simbirsk, Russia, May 15.—A strong 
revolutionary and agrarian movement 
is now in progress in this province. It 
originated in a rural strike. Rural 
guards who were sent there to restore 
order fired on a mob of peasants, but 
were overpowered and disarmed, sev- 
eral guards being severely wounded. 
A secret congress of the present leaders 
is now in session here.

TEN TALESMEN PASSED 


Progress Being Made In Efforts to 
Secure a Haywood Jury 

Boise, Ida.. May 15.—Substantial 
progress toward the formation of a 
jury to try William D. Haywood for the 
alleged murder of Frank Steunenberg, 
twice chosen chief executive of this 
state, was made on the third day of the 
trial. 

The selection of talesmen halted for 
three hours over chairs numbered 5 and 
6, but once those seats had been filled 
progress was rapid. At adjournment 
counsel for the defense had tempo 
rarily passed the 10th talesman. They 
have but two more to examine in chiet 
and a reservation to examine two of 
those passed yesterday. So, with rea- 
sonable progress, the 12th talesman 
should be-passed today in time to oper 
the way for the first peremptory chal- 
lenge, which exercise marks entry tq 
the final stage in the selection of the 
jury. Counsel for the state still ad 
here to the belief that the jury will be 
completed by Saturday. 

Clarence Darrow and Edgar Wilson 
for the defense, divided the work of 
examining talesmen yesterday. Thelr 
questions took the same wide range as 
before, including membership in the 
Idaho militia, which at various times 
nas been called upon to quell strike 
disorders. The examination failed, 
however, to disclose any military men 
among the talesmen. 


Will Compromise Earthquake Claims 

Kingston, Jam., May 15.—A genera} 
meeting of the shareholders of the Ja. 
Inaica Co-Operative Fire Insurance 
company was held here and it was re. 
solved to offer to compromise the claimg 
of policyholders who suffered losses 
to buildings or stock on Jan. 14 by the 
payment of 55 percent of the adjusted 
claims, and this in spite of the inclusiog 
of an earthquake clause in the policies, 
This decision is directly contrary to the 
strong advice of the English insurance 
companies, Who continue to disclaim alk 
liability. 


Detectives Watching Agitators 

London. May 15.—The Russian em- 
bassy is not taking any action to pre- 
vent the meetings now being held here 
of the members of the Social Demo- 
cratic party of Russia, whe came to 
England for the express purpose of un- 
hampered conference. Detectives sent 
from Russia, however, are watching 
the proceedings with the view of pre- 
venting the more violent of the agita- 
tors returning across the border into 
Russia. 


Firemen Had Hard Battle 

New York, May 15.—NSixty firemen, 
practically every man in seven fire com- 
panies, were overcome with smoke in 
fighting a fire in the Remington type- 
writer building. More than a score of 
the men were taken to hospitals, where 
16 of them remain. The fire was in the 
sub-basement of the building and never 
got above that level, yet for more than 
two hours the men fought desperately. 
The money loss was $10,000. 


Fortunes Made in Wheat Deals 

Chicago, May 15.—Many men took 
smnall fortunes from the Board of Trade 
yesterday by quietly unloading wheat 
at high prices made possible by Mon- 
day’s extraordinary bull movement. 
The pit, however, was less spectacular 
than it was Monday. December wheat 
touched a dollar for a single sale at the 
opening, but promptly retreated from 
this conspicuous position. 


Mob Cheated of Its Prey 

Darien, Ga., May 15.—A mob of about 
100 men came to Darien from Glenville 
with the avowed intention of lynching 
a negro, Lee Holmes, who killed E. A. 
Sands. The authorities had learned of 
the intended visit and moved the pris- 
oner to Brunswick for safe keeping. 
After looking through the jai! the mob 
returned to their homes. 


Advance In New Bedford Mills 

New Bedford, Mass., May 15.—The 
New Bedford Cotton Manufacturers’ 
association voted to increase the wages 
of the operatives in the New Bedford 
textile mills 10 percent. The advance 
will affect about 25,000 employes. The 
increase in pay goes into effect the 
week beginning May 27. 


Could Not Escape Black Hand 

Newark, N. J., May 15.—Driven 
from his home in Newark by fear of the 
vengeance of the Black Hand, Vincenzo 
Buffardo escaped to his old home in 
Italy only to meet there death in the 
very form it had been threatened here. 
Word of his death was received here 
last night. 


Bridge Trust Indictments 

Lima, O.,-May 15.—The grand jury 
here returned 39 indictments against 
individuals and corporations alleged to 
be parties to the so-called bridge trust. 
They are charged with conspiracy in 
restraint of trade and in violation of 
the Valentine anti-trust law. 


Close to Serfatorship 
Madison, Wis., May 15.—Isaac Ste- 
phenson of Marinette forged to within 
reaching distance of the United Stetes 
senatorship last night in the Republi- 
ean caucus, receiving 48 votes. Fifty- 
two are required to assure an election. 


Steam Shovelers on Strike 
Panama, May 15.—The strike of the 
steam shovel workers, the men demand- 
fog $300 per month instead of their 
present salary, $210, continues.

Columbus, O., May 15.—F or the pres- 
ent at least the probability of an open 
fight between the Taft and Foraker 
Dick factions of the Repuplican party 
in this state has passed.

Chairman Brown of the Republican 
state central committee yesterday 
called off the meeting of that body 
which was to have been held here to- 
duy.

The Foraker people have 
al! along claimed that the control of 
the party machinery was in their hands 
and there was a desire among many 
followers of Taft to prove the accuracy 
of this assertion. Telephone calls and 
telegraph messages rained upon Brown 
and Vorys, the Taft campaign man 
agers, urging that the state central 
committee meet. 

Chairman Brown held 
with many Republicans yesterday. His 
tirst visit was to the office of Governor 
Harris, with whom he remained for an 
hour. Then he talked with Vorys for 
two hours. It was at this latter meet- 
ing that the decision was finally reached 
to call off the meeting of the state cen- 
tral committee. Brown declared that 
if a special meeting is desired it can 
be called at any time. 

In the meantime the Taft leaders are 
planning to “smoke out” the leading 
ofticers of the state and invite them to 
indicate where they stand—for Taft or 
l'oraker. After this part of the pro- 
gram has been carried out a meeting of

If they were to come 
into the possession of other powers 
then Japan would consider their ac- 
quisition.” 

The mikado’s' representative 
that Japan would not increase her navy 
beyond the limit now planned, as it 
was only intended to maintain such 
naval acquipment as would guarantee 
Japan, Korea and Manchuria. Japan's 
financial capacity would not allow a 
further increase of the navy, he frank- 
ly added. 

The baron said that Japan had no 
single idea or thought that it would 
advance at the coming meeting of the 
peace tribunal at The Hague and af- 
ter a moment of reflection added: “Jap- 
an does not regard the efforts of The 
Hague seriously, as the conferences 
are simply talks and arguments, and 
nothing of weight or moment is done.” 

Japan, since the war, he said, had 
ured its best efforts to bring about a sat- 
isfactory condition of financial, indus- 
trial and government affairs in Korea 
and was undoubtedly succeeding. 


Diaz Denies Newspaper Story 

City of Mexico, May 15.—President 
Diaz denies statements attributed to 
him in an alleged interview in a New 
York paper. He declares that he had 
never spoken of a protectorate or a 
nominal federal union of Centra] Amer- 
ican states and that the remarks rela- 
tive to the advisability of the federa- 
tion of Central American countries 
were never uttered by him. 


May Excavate Ancient Cities 

Rome, May 15.—Professor Von Duhn 
of the University of Heidelberg has pre- 
sented to the Italian government a pro- 
ject for the excavation of the cities of: 
Lorci.and Crotona, in Magna Graecia, 
both founded in 800 B.C. Both places 
were renowned for their magnificent 
temples, which were considered to be 
the greatest work of the kind in Magna 
Graecia. 


Austrians Exercise Franchise 
Vienna, May 15.—The elections held 
throughout Austria under the extended 
suffrage for members of the lower 
house of parliament passed off com- 
paratively quiet. It is still impossible 
to form a positive opinion concerning 

the construction of the new house. 


No Change in Longshoremen’s Strike 

New York, May 15.—With both sides 
confident that they are on the verge of 
winning, there has been little change 
in the longshoremen’s strike situation. 
There were few disturbances during 
yerterday.

Two Men Killed, One Badly Injured 
and Building Wrecked 

Haverhill, Mass., May 15.—By the 
explosion of a soda water tank at the 
Lottling works of O. A. Smith, Cyrus 
Keller was instantly killed and Joseph 
Souci died at a hospital shortly after 
the accident. €. A. Smith received se- 
vere contusions about the head and 
body. 

The explosion occurred while Frank 
Pollard was operating the carbonator, 
with which the tank was being charged. 
Keller, who came from Exeter yester- 
day afternoon to visit the proprietor, 
who is a brother-in-law, had just en- 
tered the works. Without warning, the 
tank exploded with a terrific report, 
wrecking the smal! 14-story wooden 
building and shaking houses in the vi- 
cinity. IKeller’s head was blown off, 
and his body otherwise mutilated. 
Souci, who was an employe, had one leg 
almost blown off and sustained several 
fractures of the other leg, fractures 
of both arms and all his ribs, besides 
being injured about the head. Smith 
was severely injured by pieces of wood 
and other flying debris. 

Pollard was in the midst of the flying 
debris, but escaped injury. By appoint- 
ment with Keller, a brother, Mrs. Smith 
went to the works to meet him. She 
arrived just after the explosion. 

The exact cause of the explosion Is 
not known. One theory is that it was 
due to an overcharge of carbonie acid 
gas, and another is that there may have 
been a defect in the apparatus. 

Proctor Must Go to Prison 

Boston, May 15.—The exceptions of 
Robert G. Proctor, the former private 
secretary of Senator Lodge, have been 
overruled by the full bench of the su- 
preme court. Proctor was convicted of 
appropriating contributions to the Re- 
publican state committee. He was 
tried in the superior criminal court, 
was found guilty and was sentenced to 
the house of correction for 10 months, 
but sentence was suspended pending 
action of the supreme court. Sentence 
will be reimposed later upon the de- 
fendant. 


Quietus on Preference Bill 

Boston, May 15.—An effort was 
made in the senate yesterday to secure 
reconsideration of the adverse action 
Monday on the bill giving Spanish- 
American war veterans 10 percent ad- 
vantage in civil service examinations, 
but the vote remained the same, Presi- 
dent Chappel again having his name 
called and forming a tie vote of 20 to 20. 
The tranquility of the senate was con- 
s'derably disturbed by some spectators 
hissing when the president recorded 
his vote. 


Fire Destroys Nine Buildings 

Harrison, Me., May 15.—Nine build- 
ings, including those occupied by the 
ouly industries in the village, were 
burned last night, entailing a loss of 
$50,000. At one time.the entire village 
was in danger. The fire started in the 
C. 8S. Whitney company’s chair factory 
end spread to a blacksmith shop and 
carriage factory, a large general store 
and postoffice building. Crossing the 
street it destroyed a Baptist church, 
Odd Fellows’ block and a small build- 
ing. 

Doctor Freed From Trial 

Boston, May 15.—After seven con- 
tinuances, the case against Dr. A. 8. 
Hudson, charged with illegally treating 
Mrs. Mary Felderman, was dismissed 
in the municipal court through want 
of prosecution. The police reported 
that Mrs. Felderman had disappeared 
and that they had not been able to find 
her. Hudson, who spent some time in 
jail when he was arrested, in February 
last, has been at liberty since under 
bonds of $5000. 


Life Sentence For Murder 

Boston, May 15.—Edward F. Lang, a 
private in the United States marine 
corps, who served in two wars, was 
convicted, after a trial lasting less than 
eight hours, of the murder of Corporal 
Jeseph Quinn at the marine station at 
Guantanamo, Cuba. The jury re- 
turned a verdict of murder in the first 
degree, without death penalty. Lang 
was sentenced today to life imprison- 
ment at hard labor. 


Futile Effort to Settle Strike 

Boston, May 15.—An_ unsuccessful 
effort was made to settle the teamsters’ 
strike by James D. Colt, the master ap- 
pointed by the supreme court to hear 
the testimony on the question of making 
*he temporary injunction against the 
union officials permanent. Colt found 
wgiat the differences to be adjusted were 
aomparatively slight. 


Murderer Bagged In Italy 

Boston, May 15.—A cable message 
was received by Chief Watts from the 
authorities in Italy notifying him of the 
arrest of Nichola Leona at San Nicola 
della Berenia for the alleged murder of 
Michele Merauvvo in Boston on Nov. 4 
of last year. The crime was committed 
during a drunken quarrel and Leona 
escaped to Italy. 


A Scarlet Fever Scare 

Melrose, Mass., May 15.—The num- 
ber of scarlet fever cases in this city 
has given the authorities a scare and the 
Livermore and Sewell schools, two of 
the largest ‘in the city, were closed yes- 
terday. In the Livermore school five 
cases of scarlet fever were discovered. 
In the Sewell school one case was 
found.

More Violence at San Francisco 

San Francisco, May 15.—Through- 
out yesterday afternoon stones flew on 
Mission street for a distance of about 
three miles. Though nearly 100 po- 
licemen were stationed along Mission 
street, comparatively few arrests were 
made. Several passengers were as- 
saulted by the crowds, numerous strike- 
breakers were struck and panes of 
glass were smashed and persons alight- 
ing from cars were chased, knocked 
down and beaten. 


A Central American Federation 

Mexico City, May 15.—As fore- 
casted in these dispatches May 8, there 
is further reason to believe that the 
present difficulties in Guatemala may 
lead to the greatest event in the annals 
of Central American history, namely, 
the federation of all the republics of 
Central America. There is alse reason 
to believe that such an outcome would 
not be unacceptable to either Mexico 
or the United States.

New York, May 15.—Max Distler has 
asked the police to search for his uncle, 
William Dickey, aged 60, a prosperous 
farmer of Springdale, Conn. Accord- 
ing to Distler his uncle was two weeks 
ago discharged, as cured, from a sani- 
tarium at Stamford. His relativee 
have not seen him since. 


-rbitrators Will Settle Strike 

Orizaba, Mex., May 15.—The strike 
in the textile mills, involving more than 
12,000 operatives, has been practically 
settled. Arbitration has been  pro- 
posed and accepted. The basis of set- 
tlement was reached through the medi- 
ation of the gtate and city governments. 


Partial Tieup of Shipping 
Montreal], May 15.—The first day of 
the longshoremen’s strike saw business 
of this port only partially tied up. All 
of the companies managed to obtain 
crews for their vessels and these men 

lent a hand in the cargo shifting.

Quincy Boy 


U. 8. S. Illinois,

A word about the formal opening 
of the Jamestown Fair. 
| May the 13th being the formal open- 
ing of the Jamestown Exposition, it 
| was ordered that each ship should 
send two companies of bluejackets 
}and one company of marines to take 
part in the ceremonies. The blue- 
jackets and marines made a fine ap- 
pearance as they landed from’ the 
boats each going in a column of twos 
and forming into line. The blue- 
jackets being in the uniform of dress 
blue, with leggings, belts, rifle, and 
canteens, the marines wore full dress 
uniforms with rifle and belts. 

The home and foreign fleet made a 
fine appearance as they lay at anchor 
in the bay with their flags flying, 
there being over forty war vessels 
and each with about fifty flags flying 
fore and aft. 

At noon, as is the custom on 
national holiday, a salute of 21 guns 
was fired from each ship present, 
making a hoise that old Virginia never 
heard before. 

In the afternoon there were a num- 
ber of boat races, in which all ships 
took part. The Italian ship winning 
two races. The Japs coming in last 
owing to their peculiar stroke in pull- 
ing. All got a hearty cheer as they 
went by the different ships.

| No liberty was given today on ac- 
count of the opening. But we expect 
to be in Boston soon where liberty 
will be given. Special first class men 
have been going ashore since we 
arrived here. Most of the men have 
not been on liberty since Feb. 10th, 
when we went ashore at Cienfuegos, 
Cuba. When one goes ashore he 
usually gets about eighteen hours 
liberty, not much compared with the 
time we are closed up on board ship. 
The ships expect to stay here for 
awhile longer, some going to the 
| different navy yards for repairs, then 
returning here again. 

Bluejackets are more welcome here 

than at most of our northern ports. 
Coming up from the south after stay- 
ing there for four or five months the 
sailors usually have quite a little sum 
saved up. And when jack reaches 
shore he usually strikes the first good 
| restaurant he can find. Things taste 

so much better ashore than on board

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A Busy 
Industry 


One of the comparatively new in- 
dustries in Quincy, of which but little 
has been said, which furnishes lucra- 
tive employment to a large number of 
girls is the Balfour Manufacturing 
Co., who have recently moved into its 
new building on Granite street. The 
specialty of this company is ladies’ 
cotton and silk mercerized dress 
skirts and petticoats. At the present 
time the firm employ seventy-five 
girls who work by the piece and earn 
good wages. Yet the firm is not 
working its plant to its full capacity 
for the reason that it can not get all 
the help it wants. 

The new factory building is located 
at the junction of School and Granite 
The School floor is 
used as a store room and also con- 
tains the heating plant. The work 
rooms are on Granite street and 
upper floor. Hundreds of windows 
are located on all sides of the build- 
ing making the rooms very light and 
pleasant. 

The Granite street floor is used 
as a packing and cutting room. Two 
tables extend the entire length of the 
room upon which the cloth is laid for 
cutting. From 48 to 96 strips of 
cloth are laid out at one time. The 
patterns laid on and the cloth cut 
with a very sharp pointed knife. 

The cloth is then taken to the upper 
room where it is made into skirts. 
In this room there are at present 
fifty sewing machines which are 
operated by girls. Power to run them 
is furnished by an electric motor and 
all an operator has to do to start 
the machine is to press her foot on a 
leaver and the machine is in opera- 
tion. 

The work done by these machines 
is almost inconceivable. some of 
them have one needle while there are 
others that have as many as five 
needles all working at one time, 
They run very fast making 3000 
stitches a minute. 

Every skirt is carefully inspected 
before it leaves the factory so that 
none but perfect goods are shipped. 
They are shipped all over the country 
some going even as far as California, 
The capacity of the factory is 100 
dozen skirts per day. 

Everything possible is done for the 
health and comfort of the employes. 
The work in its self is clean and the 
shop is made equally as clean. The 
rooms are swept thoroughly every 
day and the trimmings are burned in 
the furnace. All shafting is protect- 
ed so that it is impossible for a girl 
to catch her skirt and be injured. 
There are also numerous fire extin- 
guishers placed about the building and 
broad stairways so that in case of 
fire there would be ample opportunity 
to get out. 

The firm have many orders ahead 
and are now at work upon goods for 
the summer of 1908 as well as getting 
out samples for other seasons.

The 
Lippitts have half a dozen plants, in- 
cluding the Manville company of Man 
ville, and the Globe, Social and Nourse 
inills of Woonsocket, R. I. 

The smaller mill owners in Rhode 
Jaland have agreed to follow the action 
of the three larger corporations, and it 
is understood that similar advances will 
be made by the mills of North Uxbridge, 
Linwood, Saundersville, Fisherville, 
Whitinsville, and Northbridge, Mass., 
all in the Blackstone valley. The latter 
mills employ about 1500 hands. 

At this time it is not known what ac- 
tion, if any, will be taken by the mills 
in northern New England. The wage 
question has not been considered in 
Boston mill offices which control prac- 
tically all the mills in) New Hamp- 
shire, Maine, Lowell, Lawrence, Pal- 
mer, Ware, Chicopee and Holyoke.

Autoist Killed In Accident 

Somerville, Mass., May 16—J. F. 
Bradley was killed and four others 
badly injured in an automobile accident 
here today. The injured included two 
women and were taken to the Massa 
chusetts general hospital.

pected that one of the Injured, whose 
names were not learned, will not sur.

Record Train-Wreck Claims

Must Be Change In the Congo 

London, May 16.—In winding up the 
resultless debate on the Congo question 
in the house of commons, Foreign Sec- 
retary Gray said that those interested 
in the matter would wait to see what 
the conditions of the plan of annexation 
proposed by the Belgian parliament 
were to be. There must, however, bea 
change in the system of governing the 
Congo, Gray declared, it being impos- 
sible for the state to continue under 
ite present irresponsible rule.

Albany, May 16.—All the Demo- 
cratic amendments to the public utili- 
ties bill were voted down by a strict 
party vote, 98 Republicans voting 
against them and 51 Democrats for 
them.

I attend the re- 
ligious services and I talk to some of 
the men in the hope of doing them 
some good.”

Since 1898, at the request of Calvin

Ladd has audited annually Frye’s ac- 
counts. After giving details as to these 
audits, Ladd says in the affidavit: “In 
making these annual audits I find fre- 
quent clerical errors in Mr. Frye’s 
bookkeeping, but it is apparent that 
such errors were unintentional and I 
always satisfied myself that Mrs. 
Eddy’s sureties, money and income had 
been properly accounted for, before 1 
zuade my annual report to her.”

“AFTER-IMAGES.” 


Many Delusions intimately Related to 
This Unfamiliar Law. 

There are two kinds of light waves 
emitted from all objects, color and 
white waves. Whenever a source of 
light, as the sun, strikes an object, part 
of that light is absorbed and part re- 
flected—thrown back. The latter rep- 
resents such ebject’s “luminosity.” 
The color blind are never blind to this 
form of light. A mirror reflects al- 
most all the light that falls upon it. 
Polished silver reflects 92 per cent of 
perpendicular rays. Broken surfaces 
split up such light and so appear dar 
The more luminous an object the more 
intense Is its effect upon the retina 
just as two horns affect the ear more 
keenly than one. The more intense 
or stimulating a light the quicker ig 
the retina exhausted. It becomes tem- 
porarily paralyzed in the cones of such 
a color. Look at the sun, then look 
away, and you will still see the sun, 
but its color appears a pale blue, which 
is the farthest contrast to the yellow- 
orange of the sun. It is the comple- 
mentary color. The light of the sun is 
so intense that it quickly exhausts the 
yellow-orange cones, leaving those far- 
thest from it (blue, the “complemen- 
tary” of yellow) least exhausted; hence 
this after-image of the sun looks blue, 
actually a pale greenish blue. 

A mother was sewing a scarlet gown 
held in the sunlight by the window. 
Turning to her child, playing on the 
floor, she shrieked, believing it was 
dying. She saw no red in its face, 
which made it appear corpselike. Vi- 
sions, witch making, religious hysteria, 
pseudo insanity and the attribution of 
supernatural power are intimately re- 


lated to this unappreciated law of 
“after-images.’—Edward A. Ayers in

freight and mailed there. Postmaster 
General Meyer had urged strongly tnat 
the arrangement be made, but the 
Canadian postal department replied 
that their facilities and equipment 
would not admit of it.

The Clinton Courant, May 18, says: 
“The community should understand 
that this little scheme (Senate Bill No. 
72) is an initial move toward the entire 
abolition of capital punishment, It 
finds favor because the friends of aboli- 
tion are aware that an open contest for 
a radical change in the laws on this 
subject cannot receive the endorsement 
of the general public. ‘Therefore this 
bill is thrown to the breeze as a sort of 
decoy duck to lead on to revocation of 
all laws which require capital punish- 


ment,’’ 

The meaning of the death penalty law 
is not generally understood, It is 
never inflicted in Massachusetts as vin- 
dictive punishment, It is a threat 
by which the government warns every 
individual against shedding human 
blood. This threat is so effective that 
thieves and robbbers oftimes prefer to 
be unarmed lest the temptation to kill 
should overcome them and they should 
suffer electrocution. The responsibility 
of taking the life of a convicted mur- 
derer rests with the criminal himself, 
for there would be no execution if he 
had respected the threat of the law, of 
which he was fully warned.

Built onto Whenever Enlargement Is Necessary

The high basement, which is prac- 
tically a story by itself, is occupied 
by. the maintenance and inspection 
force and the supply and store rooms. 
The main floor, above it, has infront 
the offices of the local and district 
organizations. There is a good-sized 
public room for the contract depart- 
ment, with pay station booths; there 
are the offices of the district super- 
intendent, the district foreman, and 
the foreman of maintenance; and one 
side of the building is occupied by 
the clerical force. 

In the rear of the main flooris the 
terminal room, where the lines from 
outside, which are brought into the

Memorial Day 
Desecration 


Basing their action on the fact that 
the edict creating Memorial Day and 
providing for its observance through- 


out the United States explicitly de- 
clares that the United States explic- 
itly declares that it shall be “a day 
set apart for the Nation’s grateful 


remembrance of its noble defenders,” 
the members of John A. Rawlins 
Post 43, of Marlboro, Mass., have pro- 
tested against the issuing of a li- 
cense for a circus exhibition in that 
town on May 30 They contend, and 
they are so wholly in the right in the 
position they have taken that no argu- 
ment can be brought forward suffici- 


ently strong to dislodge them, that a 
circus preformance is not calculated 
to inspire patriotic feelings or to 


cause the minds of the people to re 
vert to the sacrifices the soldier dead 
made for their country in the hour 
when its need was greatest; that 
such exhibitions subversive of 
the purpose for the Memorial 


are 
which 


Day was instituted, and that it should 
be observed in accordance with the 
intention of those by whom it was 
established. 

For a number of years past there 
has been a constantly increasing 
tendency to take from Memorial Day 
the very features which its observa- 
tion was intended to emphasize; and 
this, too, by people from whom we 


have a right to expect something 
better. It is fast coming to be—nay 
has already been—made the opening 
of the season for athletic con- 
tests, and out-of-door games gener- 
ally, and with the approval of the 
best of our citizenship. Instead of 
gathering quietly in some _ sacred 
place and drinking deep draughts of 
patriotism as the heroic deeds of 
those who offered up their lives on 
their country’s altar are recounted, 
noisy crowds assemble and rend the 
heavens with their cheers for some 
one whose brawn has enabled him 
to win a bicycle or a boat race. In- 
stead of laying wreaths of fragrant 
blossoms on the last resting places 
of our honored dead, we place them 
upon the brow of some modern Milo 
who has come off victor in a con- 
test in which brute strength and 
physical endurance were the deter- 
mining factors. Probably there is not 
one in the millions of those who make 
up the usual Memorial Day mobs 
whose thoughts revert to Gettysburg 
or the Wilderness, or any of the 
other great battle fields on which 
were wor the victories that have 
made us a free and undivided coun- 
try whose growth and development 
and abounding prosperity have made 
it the miracle of modern times. 

We are well aware that we are liy- 
ing in an age whose dominating spirit 


races, 


is commercialism, rather than senti- 
ment, and that the two wili not 
blend. Other nations of commanding 


position passed through a similar 
stage in their development, and are 
no more. The glory of Rome has de- 
parted never to return, and the night 


winds whistle through the deserted 
palaces of kings whose edicts once 
made the world tremble, but who 


made the fatal mistake of supposing 
that national wealth ensures perma- 
nent national supremacy. It is only 
by carefully conserving our best tra- 
ditions, by instilling in our young 
men and women a love of country 
so intense that it cannot be diverted 
to other objects that we may hope 
to escape the perils that have sent 
other nations down to the dust. And 
what better way to accomplish this 
than to set apart one day of the year 
for the “grateful remembrance of our 
noble defenders” and a thoughtful re- 
view of the heroic deeds they 
wrought? 

The men who gave their lives for 
us do not need our eulogies. They 
have passed to their reward and their 
future is safe for all the years to be. 
It is we, not they who need a Me- 
morial Day and the lessons that its 
observance teaches.—Boston Courier. 


Strike Settled. - 

The strike among the granite workers 
at Milford which has been in progress 
since the first of April has been settled 
and the men have returned to work. 

The new schedule provides that 
catters and sharpeners shall receive a 
minimum wage of 42 cents per hour, 
and the surfacing machine men 45 cents 
per hour. 

All work done outside of tbe regular 
hours is to be called overtime and paid 
one and one-half rate. Also double 
time is to be paid for Sunday and holi- 


day work. 
‘Tbe minimum wages for polishers is 


36 cents per hour, and 31 cents for 
sawyers until April 1, 1908, 

The rates agreed upon are to 
in force until April 1912. 

The working day is to be eight hours 
for five days weekly and five hours 
on Saturday to Nov. 1, 1907, and eight 
hours daily for six days until next 
April.

The rejection by only nine majority 
in the House of the bill granting,a 
pension of $3 a week to “any citizen 
65 years or over who has paid a poll 
tax or the equivalent and who has 
maintained a good moral character”

measure with the old-time American 
spirit of independence or with the 
rule of eact justice. A majority of 
the men of 65 and over are not in 
need of state aid or would be too 
proud to accept it. Why should those 
who by industry, temperance and 
frugality have achieved a moderate 
independence be taxed to pay pen- 
sions to those who have not prac- 
tised these virtues? And would it 
be wise to discourage thrift by offer- 
ing a state bounty for improvidence?

NEW LEADER IN EDUCATION. 


The Committee on Course of 
Study and Faculty of the Board of 
Trustees of the Massachusetts Agri- 


cultural College have voted to recom- 
mend to the full Board the election 
of Prof. W. R. Hart, of the Nebraska 
State Normal School, as Professor of 
Agricultural Education at the Agri- 
cultural College. 

Prof. Hart is a man of about fifty 
years of age and is considered one of 
the strongest men in the educational 
work in Nebraska. He spent his boy- 
hood on an Iowa farm and received 
his education in Iowa Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, Iowa State Law School, and 
the University of Nebraska. He had 
his masters regree from the latter’ 
named institution.

The premier’s entry on the scene was 
a'lmost dramatic. At the close of a 
dull session of the house devoted to the 
adoption of rules of order, Stolypin 
suddenly claimed the floor. The mo- 
tion of the social revolutionists to ad- 
journ was defeated and amidst the 
inost intense attention the premier de- 
clared that the agrarian committee of 
the house on Wednesday had formally 
adopted the principle of the forcible 
expropriation of land without waiting 
to ascertain the governmeut’s attitude. 
It was the premier’s duty, therefore, to 
enlighten the deputies. Fundamental

M. Stolypin asserted that to plunder 
the land of 130,000 landowners would 
be like nursing an invalid back to 
health by nourishment drawn from his 
own body.

‘death of her mother, Mrs. Frances A. 
Breckenridge, who died at the home 
; of her son-in-law Dr. M. L. Harris in 
Chicago. . 

Mrs. Breckridge was well known 
by some of the older residents in 
Quincy who met her during her oc- 
casional visits here. She is the 
author of the book, “Recollections of 


a New England Town,” which she 
presented to the Crane Memorial 
Library and a few years ago. she 


wrote a delightful sketch of Quincy 
and its past history, which was print- 
ed in a Connecticut paper. Although 
nearly eighty-three years old at the 
time of her death her pen was still 
busy. Among the printed testimon- 
ies to her worth and ability are the 
following from various sources 

“It is probable that the announce- 
ment of no death could cause more 
sincere sorrow to Meriden people in 
general than that of Mrs. Brecken- 
ridge. Long a resident here her per- 
sonality in itself had won for her a 
host of warm friends and to her the 
people of Meriden are indebted for a 
collection of writings dealing with the 
history of this town, the value of 
which cannot be overestimated.

Mrs. Breckenridge was some years 
ago made honorary member of the 
Ruth Hart Chapter of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution. At a 
meeting called for the purpose tri- 
bute was paid to her memory by Miss 
Hannah K. Peck in the following 
words: 

Mrs. Breckenridge was a rare wo- 
man, combining in a remarkable de- 
gree the characteristics of the olden 
time with the up to date intelligence 
of the woman of today.

Nearby was 
seated his spiritual advised, Rev. Henry 
KBedinger, who frequently spoke to 
him.

A PEACEFUL DEATH 


Watchers Barely Knew When 
Mrs. McKinley Passed Away 


MANY YEARS AN 


INVALID 


Encouraged Husband Under All Con- 
ditions, In Spite of Personal Afflic 
tions--Life as Wife of William Mc- 


Kinley Was a Notably Happy One 
Cantoa, 0., May 27.—Mrs. William 
McKinley, widow of the third martyred 
President of the United States, died at 
her home here 
The transition from life 
so peaceful and gradual that 
with difficulty that the vigilant physi- 
cians and attendants noted when dis 
solution came. 

There was no struggle, no pain. Mrs. 
McKinley never knew of the efforts 
nade for days to prolong her life or of 
the solicitious care of her sister and 
cther relatives and friends. 

The funeral services, which are to be 
simple, will be held at the McKingey 
home Wednesday afternoon. Secre 
tary of the Treasury Cortelyou is di- 
recting the arrangements and will re 
main here until after the funeral. The 
body of Mrs. McKinley will be placed in 
the vault in Westlawn cemetery which 
holds the remains of her husband un 
til the completion of the 
soleum,

More than half of Mrs 
life of almost 60 years wes a period of 
invalidism. Through all this, however. 
she showed a firm and unwavering be 
nef in the career of her husband and 
by her cheerful words, in spite of per 
sonal afflictions, encouraged him under 
all conditions. She believed that his 
star of destiny would never set until 
he had become Presidént of the United 
States, and for more than a quarter of 
a century cberished this belief until her 
hopes were realized. 

After President McKinley's death 
she expressed a desire to join him and 
prayed day by day that 
Later, however, frequently told 
friends she desired to live until the 
completion of the MeKinley mauso- 
leum, which is the gift of the nation, 
and which is to be dedicated on Monu- 
ment hill Sept. 30 next. 

Ida Saxton MeKipvley was born in 
Canton June 8, 1847. James A. Saxton, 
her father, was a business man and 
banker, his wife a woman of extraor- 
dinary culture and refinement. Ida 
Saxton was reared in a home of com 
fort and ease. Part of the years of her 
young womanhood were spent in the 
Stark county bank, which belonged to 
her father. On several occasions she 
uad charge of the institution. 

While she taught Sunday schoo] in 
the Presbyterian church, William Me- 
Kinley, Jr.. Was a superintendent of the 
First Methodist Episcopal Sunday 
school. Among many ndmirers and 
suitors the young lawyer and soldier, 
who bad been with Grant and Sheridan 
nnd won distinction in the Shenandoah

After 
an eastern trip the MecKinleys  pur- 
shased the home on North Market 
ttreet, Which in later years became 
famous as the McKinley cottage. It 
was during their short sojourn in this 
Home that Mrs. McKinley's health 
troke down under a burden of grief 
caused by the death of her two daugh 


ters, Katie and Ida. 

Her life as the wife of ‘William Me 
Kinley was a most happy and devoted 
one. They never “kept house’ while 
he was in congress because of her fn- 
valid state. She, however, desired to 
be with him 48 much as possible and 
spent much time in Washington. 

At Washington, as the first lady of 
the land, Mrs. McKinley was unable to 
act as hostess at brilliant social fune- 
tions. After the crushing blow which 
came to her when the ass:ssin’s bullet 
struck down her husband, friends de 
spaired of her life for a month or more. 
She rallied and for several years en- 
joyed better health than usual. She 
would not consent to leave her Canton 
home. 

Mrs. McKinley was fond of the 
drama. Among her diversions was the 
crocheting of slippers, which she gave 
as keepsakes to friends and to bazaars. 
More than 3500 pairs of slippers were 
knitted by her and given away. Mrs. 
McKinley was fond of flowers. Bereft 
of children, she showed her intense af- 
fection for children until the end of ber 
life. 

The estate which was left by Presi 
dent McKinley was appraised at $215.- 
000 when the inventory was made. It 
has increased in value since that time. 
By the terms of the will of McKinley 
the estate at the death of Mrs. MceKin 
ley was to be divided equally among 
his brot#er, Abner McKinley, now de- 
ceased, and sister, Mrs. Dunean, and 
Miss Helen McKinley of Cleveland. 
Mrs. Hermanus Baer (Mabel McKinley) 
is the daughter and heir of Abner Me. 
Kinley.

Berlin and St. Petersburg for

“T, too,” he said, “have lost no time 
in endeavoring to solve the mystery 
of this North sea incident.

I submit there- 
fore that this is a case for arbitration.

thority of Lord Fothergill himself for 
saying that they will consent to sub- 
mitting the affair to a commission of 
arbitration.”

Madrid, May 31.—Like a bombshell 
into royalist circles came a decision of 
the Spanish supreme court declaring 
itself competent to try the suit of the 
heirs of Elena Sanz, the Bohemian 
dancer and opera singer, who bore two 
sous to King Alfonso XII, father of the 
present king, which has been brought 
against King Alfonso XIII, his mother, 
Maria Christine, and his sisters, Maria 
De Las Mercedes and Maria Theresa, 
besides Including all the sisters and 
other relatives of Alfonso XII. 

The heirs of the Sanz woman are the 
two sons, half-brothers of the present 
king, and until now their existence has 
not been known to the mass of the 
Spanish people.

But about the first act of the mother 
of the present king, on the death of her 
royal husband and her accession to the 
regency, Was to banish from Spain the 
beautiful singer, who went to Paris 
and died there, alone, penniless and 
friendless, with her two little boys 
alone to mourn, eight years ago.

Two of those injured, it 
is thought, will die.

St. Peters, C. B., May 31.—Hundreds 
of nets, lobster traps and gear were 
swept away yesterday by drift ice and 
the loss is estimated at $20,000. This 
heavy loss on the very eve of the mack- 
erel fishing is a severe blow to the fisb- 
ermen.
